SAN FRANCISCO, Calif., July 31.—President Harding 
appeared today to have won the first preliminary skirmish 
in his fight against broncho pneumonia and attending com- 
plications. An official bulletin issued by the five physi- 
cians attending him said there had been no extension dur- 
ing the night and earlier part of the day of the pneumatic 
areas and the heart action was definitely improved. It ad- 
dsd also that he had been benefited by a comfortable 
night with considerable restful sleep. 


The president, the bulletin said, had expressed himself 


as feeling better and less exhausted. His temperature at 
9 o'clock was given as 100 about a degree less than that of 
yesterday, pulse 120, a drop of 5 from yesterday, and his 
respiration 40, and regular as contrasted with 44 and ir- 
regular as yesterday. 


Definite indications of the improvement in the condi- 


tion of President Harding were contained in an official,bul- 
letin issued at 10 a. m. by the attending physicians.

has got into clear sailing." 


General Sawyer confined his announcement to this brief 


statement, coming out from a consultation with the other at- 
tending physicians to meet newspaper men. Word from the 
president's sick room through another source supported fee 
belief that grew during the night—a belief that he was get- 
ting a rather good night's sleep. He took nourishment today 
and read the papers it was learned.

CHICAGO. July JO—Tracked down 
by bloodhounda brought her* from 
Colcheater. Ill. by airplane and au- 
tomobile, George Hlnchcllfte, highly 
respected citizen of La Grange, 111., a 
Chicago suburb. Is a prisoner at the 
detective bureau, as a suspect In con- 
nection with the 
murder of Byron 


Porter, who

on the La 
Grange police force thirty years. Por- 
ter was slain by some one whom he 
surprised robbing a store Saturday 
night.

A mile and a half from the 
scene of the murder, some person had

Hinchcliffe has broken arches and 
the shoes found by the police fit him 
perfectly. 
In addition he has been 


identified as the owner of the car 
that \vas used in the interrupted our- 
glary and the killing

In the detective bureau tonight he 


is calm and 
smiling: after several 
hours' hard grilling by the police 
He 


3s a lodge member, a singer in a choir 
and a commercial photographer

night. 
Despairing of discovering anv trace 


of the killer by ordinary means the 
authorities of La Grange sent for the 
dogs, a famous pair used in sevjral 
mysterious cases 
The shoes discard- 


ed by the roadside were handled with 
tongs so they would have not taint of 
the officer's hands and were taken 
back where they were found 
The 


dogs took up the trail immediately 
and followed it over a distance of 
seven and a hlaf miles through golf 
fields, across railroad tracks, through 
back alleys and finally to the door of 
HinchcUffe's home

ance -was repeated four times and in 
each case the dogs halted at the door, 
their roses against the lotver crack, 
growling and showing a strong desire 
to get at some one inside 
The course of the dogs was follow- 


ed by more than a. thousand excited 
citizens who -were about equally di- 
vided as to the possible gulit of 
Hinchcliffe 
In his car was found a 


quantity of silks and furs which had 
been stolen from the store before Po- 
liceman.

Another matter discussed at yester- 
day's meeting was that of temporarily 
caring for children in households 
where an emergency condition has 
b««n established by the Community 
Welfare

this point.

How to Keep the Baby Well 


V. Mixed Feeding. 


By mixed feeding is meant the sup. 


plementing of mother's milk with oth- 
%r foods. As stated m the previous 
article the number of women -who are 
completely unable to nurse their in- 
fants is practically negligible. How 
e-ver there are a number of women 
who experience difficulty in 
estab- 
ishmg a sufficient flow of milk eith- 
er during the first weeks after con- 
finement or after a satisfactory period 
of nursing for several months. 


"What is to be done under such con. 


fiitions' The mother should be very 
reluctant to resort to mixed feeding at 
the first sign of a failing supply of 
rnilk. 
Nothing will. stimulate more 
the flow of her own milk than the 
persistent act of nursing. A vigorous 
healthy infant is the best means to 
Droduce a sufficient milk supply Yet 
it must not be forgotten that an in- 
sufficient milk supply will in itself 
•weaken the infant and 
this in turn 


11 cause still more a diminishing 


supplv of milk. 
Thus a vicious cir- 
cle will be established 
The services 


of an expert -will be necesary to break 
up this circle. In the new born wards 
cf the University of Vienna one could 
see numerous cases which in the be-

connection with cases where mixed 
feeding becomes necessary is to see 
that the infant obtains as large a 


proportion of its daily nutritional re- 
quirement from mother's milk 
and 
only the deficiency is to be supple- 
mented with other food. 
Bottle.fed 
infants are rightly called artificially 
fed, for nature's method is to feed 
with milk- 
The greater the propor- 
tion of mother's milk in mixed feed- 
ing the better are the qhances for the 
thriving and well being of the infant 
Since m case of mixed feeding only 
the deficiency In the nutritional re- 
quirement is to be made up with arti- 
ficial food, the proper method of feed- 
ing the baby can be worked out only 
after a consideration of the following 
three points. 
1 — The total daily nutritional 
re- 


quirement of the infant. 
2. — What proportion of its require- 


ment is supplied by mother's milk? 
3 — The selection of a food which 


will make up this deficiency both in 
quality and m quantity. 
1 — The nutritional requirement va- 


ries with each individual infant and 
it is depending upon many factors 
Professional advice -will be necessary 
to determine each infant's require- 
ment. 
2 — The proportion of the nutrition- 


al requirement which is supplied by 
the mother can only be obtained by 
weighing the infant before and after 
each nursing.

a place in museums of the. arts. 


Perhaps Mr. Ford will later extend 


his interest in antiquities to beautiful 
or historic buildings of ancient de- 
sign that are threatened with demo- 
lition or decay. There are also places 
of great scenic beauty that demand 
preservation for the public benefit 
Mr. Ford's love o fantiquities may 
even lead him. afield to the antiquities 
established by nature herself. There 
are a number of mountains that can 
be had cheap.

ONDON, July 30.—As the English 


co-opcratlvo movement, express- 


ed in its retail arid wholesale socie- 
ties, is largely a working class move- 
ment, theorltically at least the co-op- 
erators should always fin dthernselves 
In close and friendly relations with 
the trades unions and with their po- 
litical expression through the Labor 
Party. 
In actual practice there Is both a 


positive and a negative side. 


On the positive side there is the 


very decided support the retail co-op- 
erative societies gave trades unionists 
in various fights and particularly in 
the great mining strike of two years 
AgO.For a long time various theorists, 
both in the co-operative movement 
and the trades union movement, have 
discussed a close -welding of the two, 
whereby every trades unionist would 
be a co-operator and every co-operat- 
or would be a trades unionist. The 
thought was that in labor conflicts 
the co-operative movement with all 
the forces of its money and its food 
and clothing supplies should stand 
back of the strikers. 
This never came to fruition, but the 


co-operative societies in the Ions pro- 
tracted mine strike did support the 
striking miners. 
The miners' trades 


union issued vouchers and these were 
cashed by the co-operative retail so- 
cieties in the shape of food and cloth- 
ing. The burden of long and doubt- 
ful debts thus assumed by the co- 
operatives became a heavy one. 
Another manner in which the co- 


operative movement shows its sym- 
pathy with the trades unionists is in 
the political field. In many places 
the co-operat6rs' actively support the 
Labor candidates for Parliament. 
In still other sections the Co-op- 


erative Party, as such, puts up its 
own candidates and four were elect- 
ed to" the present Parliament—A. V. 
Alexander from the big city of Shef- 
field, T. Henderson from Glasgow, 
and R. C-' Morrison and A. Barnes 
from London districts. -'They usual- 
ly act and vote with the Labor Party. 


The Co-operative Party - platform 


is very eimilar to that of the Labor 
Party. Abroad it declares for inter- 
national . freedom- of trade, interna- 
tional co-operation and the abolition 
of secret diplomacy.' At home it de- 
clares for the nationalization of the 
land, for the close control of trusts 
and monopolies, for a capital, levy on 
all fortunes exceeding «5000,- for in- 
creased income and death taxes, for 
compulsory housing schemes and for 


national maintenance of the unem- 
ployed. 


When it comes to considering, the 


co-operative movement as itself an 
employer of labor, the record is on« 
not unmarked by strikes and frequent 
disputes. 
The Co-operative Whole- 


sale Society led many of its competi- 
tors in private manufacture by es- 
tablishing a minimum wage for Its 
male ern_ployes of. 24 shillings 
per 


week—or about $G. The m^in trou- 
ble of the C. W. S. comes from this: 
The Co-operative Wholesale 
So- 


ciety, manufacturing articles for sale 
by retail co-operative societies -which 
have to compete with privately owned 
shops, maintains that it cannot do 
so economically unless it paye the 
same wages that its capitalist com- 
petitors'do. 
• 
The trades unionists, on the other- 


hand, maintain that as the Co-opera- 
tive "Wholesale Society is not capital- 
istic and Is not run to make big prof- 
its, it should be' the model employer 
of the country as to wage?, hours and 
conditions of labor. 
A striking Instance of these oppos- 


ing .views • occurred rec*ntly. 
The 


Sugar and Confectionery Trade Board 
agreed upon a reduction in .wages of 
the employes in factories making can- 
dies and crackers. 
The union emr 


ployes In the privately owned facto- 
ries accepted the cut. 
But when the Co-operative Whole- 


sale Society sought to make similar 
cuts In its factories at Pelaw and 
Silvertown the .employes refused and 
came out on strike- 
Not only that, 


but the. union, to which most of the 
clerks of the retail co-operative so- 
cieties belong, called on them to re- 
fuse to. handle. the wares from those 
factories. 


The trades unionists claimed- no re- 


duction should have been made or at- 
tempted before a conference had been 
held o nthe subject. The Co-operat- 
ive "Wholesale Society claimed that 
whenever In England variations in 
wages and conditions of employment 
were made by trade boards, industrial 
councils and industrial courts, it 
snould 'have the power automatically 
to take advantage of these things. 
Otherwise, it claimed, the way 


would be thrown open for constant 
demands of its employes for preferl 
ential treatment which their fellow 
unionists would not dare dream of 
demanding 'from any private employ- 
er.After, a three-weeks strike in which 
some thousands of people .were in- 
volved..the matter, finally went to ar- 
bitration.
